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DECLABATORY  RESOLUTION  MB-CBER  558-1926. 

For  the  vacation  of  Meadow  Street  from  the  St.  Mary*s  River  to 
the  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railway;  also  for  the  vacation  of  Brooklyn 
Avenue  from  Taylor  Street  to  Meadow  Street;  also  for  the  vacation 
of  Paul  Street  from  Taylor  Street  to  Meadow  Street;  also  for  the 
opening  of  a River  Drive  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  width  along  the 
west  hank  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  from  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne 
and  Chicago  Railway  to  Taylor  Street. 

Resolved  hy  the  Board  of  Public  Works  of  the  City  of  Port  Wayne, 
Indiana,  that  it  is  desired  and  deemed  necessary  to  vacate  Meadow 
Street  from  the  St.  Mary's  River  to  the  Lake  Erie  and  Western  Railway; 
also  to  vacate  Brooklyn  Avenue  from  Taylor  Street  to  Meadow  Street; 
also  to  vacate  Paul  Street  from  Taylor  Street  to  Meadow  Street;  also 
to  open  a River  Drive  one  hundred  (lOO)  feet  in  width  along  the  west 
bank  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  from  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and 
Chicago  Railway  to  Taylor  Street. 

All  as  shown  by  a plan  of  such  proposed  street  vacationsand  opening 
as  above  described  now  on  file  in  the  office  of  the  Department  of 
Public  V/orks  of  said  City. 

The  opening  of  the  River  Drive  one  hundred  (100)  feet  in  width 
along  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Mary's  River  from  the  Pittsburgh,  Port 
Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway  to  Taylor  Street  to  be  made  by  condemning 
and  appropriating  for  street  purposes  the  following  described  property; 

Beginning  at  a point  fifty-eight  and  sixty-six  hundredths  (58.66) 
feet  east  of  the  intersection  of  the  east  line  of  Electric  Avenue 
extended  north  to  intersect  the  north  line  of  Taylor  Street  west  of 
the  angle  extended  east,  said  point  of  beginning  being  marked  by  a 
Bronze  Casting  set  in  a concrete  foundation,  thence  northerly  a distance 
of  four  hundred  sixty-one  and  fifty-eight  hundredths  (461.58)  feet  to 
a point,  making  an  angle  of  ninety-one  (91)  degrees  and  seven  (7) 
minutes  with  said  north  line  of  Taylor  Street  extended;  thence  north- 
westerly a distance  of  three  hundred  and  four  and  seventy-five  hundredths 
(304.75)  feet  to  a point,  making  an  angle  of  one  hundred  and  seventy 
(170)  degrees  and  fifty-eight  (58)  minutes  with  the  aforementioned 
line;  thence  northwesterly  a distance  of  four  hundred  forty-three  and 
fifty-eight  hundredths  (443.58)  feet  to  a point,  making  an  angle  of 
one  hundred  and  sixty-nine  (169)  degrees  and  two  (2)  minutes  with  the 
aofrementioned  line  three  hundred  and  four  and  seventy-five  hundredths 
(304.75)  feet  in  length;  thence  northwesterly  in  the  arc  of  a seventy- 
five  (75)  foot  radius  circle  to  a point;  said  point  being  on  the  south 
right  of  way  line  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Port  Wayne  and  Chicago  Railway; 
thence  easterly  along  said  south  right  of  way  line  a distance  of 
one  hundred  and  twenty-five  (125.)  feet  andan  angle  of  seventy  (70) 
degrees  and  thirty-two  (32)  minutes  with  said  line  four  hundred  forty- 
three  and  fifty-eight  hundredths  (443.58)  feet  in  length,  said  angle 
being  measured  on  the  east  side  of  the  line  to  a point,  said  point 
being  marked  by  a vertical  railroad  rail  imbedded  in  a concrete  foun- 
dation; thence  southerly  along  the  west  bank  of  the  St.  Mary's  River 
to  the  north  line  of  Taylor  Street;  thence  northwesterly  along  said 
north  line  of  Taylor  Street  a distance  of  approximately  one  hundred  and 
forty  (140)  feet  to  a point;  thence  northeasterly  in  the  arc  of  a 
circle  having  a radius  of  twenty-five  (25)  feet  to  the  point  of  beginning. 
The  same  being  the  east  portion  of  Swinney's  Out  Lot  Number  33  and  a 
tract  of  land  lying  north  of  said  Swinney's  Out  Lots,  located  in 
Section  10,  Township  30  North,  Rangi  12  East 
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The  property  vfcich  may  be  injuriously  or  beneficially  affected 
by  the  proposed  street  vacation$  and  street  opening  as  above  described 
is  described  as  all  lots  and  parcels  of  land  lying  west  of  the  St. 

Mary’s  River,  north  of  Taylor  Street,  east  and  south  of  the  Lake  Erie 
and  Western  Railway  and  south  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne,  and 
Chicago  Railway. 

The  cost  of  said  street  vacations  and  street  opening  and  all 
expenses  connected  therewith  shall  be  assessed  against  the  property 
beneficially  affected  thereby.

All  according  to  the  method  and  manner  provided  for  in  an  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Indiana,  entitled,  "An  Act 
Concerning  Municipal  Corporations,"  approved  March  6,  1906  and  the 
provisions  of  all  acts  eunendatory  thereto  and  supplemental  thereof 
including  the  right  to  bond  assessments  as  in  said  law  ordered. 

Assessments  if  deferred  are  to  be  paid  in  ten  equal  annual 
installments  with  interest  at  the  ra'te  of  five  (5)  per  cent  per  annum. 
Under  no  circumstances  shall  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne,  Indian^,  be  or 
be  held  responsible  for  any  sum  or  sums  due  from  said  property  owner 
or  owners  for  said  condemnation  of  property,  or  for  the  payment  of 
any  bond,  bonds,  certificate  or  certificates  issued  in  payment  for 
such  property  damages,  except  for  such  moneys  as  shall  have  been 
actually  received  by  the  City  from  the  assessments  for  such  damages 
to  property  or  such  moneys  as  said  City  is  by  said  above  entitled 
act  required  to  pay.  All  proceedings  had  in  the  making  of  said 
improvements,  assessments  of  property,  collection  of  assessments 
and  issuance  of  bonds  therefor,  shall  be  as  provided  for  in  said 
above  entitled  act  and  all  amendments  thereto  and  supplements  thereof. 

All  of  the  above  described  streets  and  alleys  and  lots  and  lands 
affected  by  the  above  described  street  vacations  and  street  opening 
being  situated  in  the  North  Half  of  Section  10,  Township  30  North, 

Range  12  East  and  within  the  corporate  limits  of  the  City  of  Fort  Wayne, 
Indiana.
